A Timely Warning. 


Chairman Warren of .the Senate Appropriations Commit Ice 


issues a warning to the country's law makers in (lie interest of 
economy, which he thinks should be practiced to the utmost 
until the nation's financial situation is far easier than it is to- 
day. What he said was called out in the course of a debate on 
the Shbppard-Towner. bill providing for federal and slate aid 
to maternity and infancy, a bill that has the endorsement of 
many .-..well-meaning people who feel that the government 
should take a larger hand in managing fjie affairs of ihe people; 
Put Senator Warren is convinced Ijiat this is no time for en- 
tering upon new experiments along social-and paternalistic 
lines, and what he ha dto say is worthy of careful considera- 
tion* 


"We are facing a situation where we must cut, even if we 


cause heartache," said the Senator. He then went on to say 
that-attention had been called'fo'a deficit of £1,250,000,000 
existing how. 
He said the Treasury had reported a decrease 


in the national indebtedness, but that there was one fact to be 
faced. This was that the Treasury has had the receipts from 
immense'Stores of war materials sold as salvage, and (hat 
these receipts were greater than the reduction of the debt. Mr. 
Warren said the 'present year has not been as prosperous'as 
1919 and that trtx collections another year will not'be as easy 
as they havet been this yeatv'when (he taxes are being paid on 
last/year's business. 
Under the circumstances (he Senator is 


convinced lhal"lhe.government cannot meet the situation ex- 
ceptjby ii stand.which'wilf cut off every now expenditure, and 
even then our treasury, certificate:borrown>gs'iriay go, to 6 and 
7 per cent before l.he''Hioircy can/be obtiuh'ed.'.' ;'., ,','.;

Senator Warr'eii is not-ilie dnly one who recognizes the need 


of economy, in government expenditures at this tiine'. Similar 
views have been expressed by others, though perhaps not so 
blutitly and emphatically, and these' words of warning should 
itbt'be ignored. 
During arid since the period of:the war the 


habit, of extravagance, public and. private, has '.become wide- 
spread, but the time is at.hand w,hen it cannot be indulged as 
'It has,been .without distressing consequences. Business of all 
kinds and labor are already sensing the change in conditions. 
While there is no panic, and no expectation of one, there are 
few to whom dollars are coming as easily as they did, ai\(\ now 
is ag6od time tp.felurn to the old-fashioned practice of cutting 
the coal according to the cloth. • 


Afterthe revel of the last few years this may not be an cas.y 


thing to do;-but it is something thai must be done sooner or 
later, ami there is ground'for the belief thai those who pro- 
claim thai five time has arrived for instituting the process are 
not far out of the way.t 


Arid the government ought to take the lead. 
After a period 


of abnormal expenditures and a staggering accumulation of 
indebtedness the men who handle the people's money should 
bend themselves to,(he task of paring appropriations lo Hie 
'lowest limit consistent with safely.- 
Paternalism should be 


repressed rather than encouraged at such a time; in fact, the 
country would be better off with less of it at all times. 


It is lo.be hoped that the words of Senator Warren and 


others who are awake to the signs of the times will not go un- 
heeded. 
In the work of readjustment and bringing the coun- 


try back to something approaching a normal condition there 
must be greater economy, public and private, than has been in 
evidence for Ihe last few years, and it is high lime for the gov-
